I "Whereas, The desertion, of the va- 
[rious walks of life by the many men 
engaged in warfare has brought about 
la great shortage of foo'lstuffs; and. 

"Whereas. America has been calle'l 
upon not only to sustain herself. biK 
t ) feed a large porli-on of tlie world i 
thereby causing a great drain upon ihe { 
markets ot this country, and. conse i 
quently, causing an unprecedented in- 
rrease in the priee of arery article 
grown ; 

I "ThorefDre. Be it Resolved by the 
Senate of the Commonwea^h of Ken- 
tucky: That it is the sensed of this 
body that every dtisen of this Com 
monweslth should, and It is bis patri- 
btie duty, to derote his - attention to 
the production of foodstuffs, and to 
eultivate every available spot of land 
that is not now in cultivation tor the 
purpose of enlarging the production 
of foodstuffs, not only for the use of 
the citizens of Kentucky, })ut as a 
means .jf aidina America in waging 
an i winning the present v.ar.
